G.S.K. 332 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 34, read with 
rsub-section (2) of section 6, of the Coal Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 1973 (26 of 
1973), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Coal Mines 
(Intimation regarding Mortgage, Charges, Lion or other interests) Rules, 1974, 

(2) They shall come into force on the dale of their publication in the official 
Gazette. 

2, Deflnitions.—iln these rules, unle.^s the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) ‘‘Act” means the Coal Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 1973 (26 of 1973); 

(b) “secuon” means a section, of the Act, 

3, Timedimit for Intimation,—Every mortgagee of any properly which has 
•vested under the Act in the Central Government or a Government Company, and 
every person holding any charge, hen or other interest in or in relation to any 
such property, shall give inLimation of such mortgage, charge, lien or other interest 
to the Comnii?sionor within o period of thirty days from such date as may be 
specified by the Central Government under section 20: 

'Provided that If the Commissioner is satlsded that the mortgagee or the person 
holding any charge, lien, or other interest was prevented by suQlcient cause from 
giving the intimation within the said period of thirty days, he may, receive the 
Intimation within a further period of thirty days, but not thereafter. 
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4. Manner t:i intimation.—(1) Every intimation to be ^iven to the Commis¬ 
sioner under rule 3 shall be in writing, addressed to the Commissioner, and shall 
contain ,the loLowing partic’ulars, nan’icly:—■ 

(a) Name, description and full address of the mougai^ee/charge, lien or 

other interest holder; 

(b) name, description and full address of the coal mine or a group of coal 

mines; 

(ci name and address of the owner/owners of the coal mine or a group of 
coal mines; 

(d) amount of claim (in Indian currency) 

(e) particulars ot the instrument, if any, by which the mortgage, charge, 

lien or other interest is secured, supported by an attested copy of 
the instrument; 

(f) amount. :i any already received, with particulars; 

(g) any other particulars relevant to the claim; 

(h) lelief ckiln.nd. 

(2) Every intimation shall be duly signed and verified by the mortgagee, or 
the person holding the charge, lien or other interest or a duly authorised agent, 

(3) Intimations may be idled in the oUlec of the Commissioner at Calcutta on 
all workm^^ rluys dijrini^ oIIm-c hour.s or may be sent to the Commissioner by 
registered post, with acknowledgement due.
